Housewife Buys $1 Worth, Gets Only 


?0c Quantity. 


"Speaking about the high cost of liv- 


ing," said Edward White, of the White 
Fruit house, this morning, "I have just 
received some information that is not 
generally known. 
Whenever a jobber 


buys a car load of sugar, his invoice 
includes about $510 for the duty." 


This and many other interesting facts 


were included in a letter received by 
Mr. White from Arbuckle L'ros., of New- 
York. The letter states in part: 


"Whenever a housewife buys a dol- 


Inr's worth of sugar, she gets only sev- 
enty cents worth, the other thirty cents 
of her dollar being for duty. Moreover, 
every can of preserved fruit, every jar 
of jam and jelly, every piece of candy, 
every glass of 
soda 
water and even 


every stick of chewing gum, must yield 
its share of the inexorable demand of 
the government and the beet sugar in- 
terests. 


"Sugar hns become a necessity of life 


and the family in humble circumstances 
is not far behind its rich neighbor i:i 
per capita consumption and. therefore, 
a large part of the burden of duty is 
thrown on those who are least able io 
be:ir it. 


"We advocate, the removal of all im- 


port duties on sugar coming into the 
United States, ns the consumers of su- 
gar in this country pay not only to the 
[jovernment. but also to the beet sug.ir 
refiners, in all the staggering sum of 
from .9100,000.000 to $150,000,000."

Judge Hanford's 
Resignation. 


"With public opinion silting as a jury, Judiri: Cor- 


nelius H. Hant'ord, of Seattle, has unquestionably preju- 
diced his case tremendously by his hurried resignation 
withoTit awaiting the finding of the special congressional 
committee which has been engaged for some weeks inves- 
tigating charges lodged against the federal court jurist,] 
with a possible ouster by impeachment as the final out- j 
come. The federal court's jurist's telegraphic resigna- 
tion of his position sent to President Tal't ma}- have the 
effect of halting the investigation, but it is going to send 
him into retirement without the vindication that is highly 
prized by every man of honor. The fact that Judge Man- 
ford quit under h're will only lend color to the impression 
that his accusers actually "had the goods, on him." 
Judge Hanford was accused not only of drunkenness but 
of gross abuse of his high position, and it was alleged that 
this has been extending over a long term of years. Jt 
was his disfranchisement of a socialist citizen of Seattle, 
however, because of his political beliefs th-nt raised the 
storm that resulted in the attempt, at impeachment. In- 
born American respect for law that is the very basis ol' 
our government has long ago invested the courts with a 
certain sanctity that, is notably impressive in the case of 
the federal tribunals, but the growing belief that there is 
occasionally a jurist unworthy to wear the halo his position 
casts above him is reflected in the demand in many quar- 
ters for the judicial recall and for the recent, actions 
against Judge Arr.hbald and Judge Hanford. In the case 
of Judge Hanford, at, least, it appears to have taken a long 
term of years for this form of judicial recall to get into 
operation, but it has "worked" most effectively.

Approximately that many ar- 
rive every year and about three-fourths 
of them come through tlie port of New 
York. 


What becomes of them 1 How do they 


find places to fit into tbe citizenship of 
this country and earn a. living? 
Speak- 


ing a foreign language and being un- 
fatniliar with American methods and in- 
stitutions, tbe wonder is that immense 
niunbers of them do not become a charge 
on the charity institutions of the coun- 
try. 
Rearkably few of them fail to 


find places for becoming useful citizens. 
The assimilation of these foreign acccs-' 
".ions is greatly assisted by the fact that 
there is ft great ebb as well as flood of 
migration. About 600.000 aliens depart- 
ed" from the United States last year, so 
that the net gain in foreign born popu 
fotion was only about 400,000. 


A net accession of approximately half

Levy Bill Proposes to Rev- 


olutionize Foreign 


Exchange. 


BEAR VALUE ON FACE 


Washington, D. C., July 23.—Repre- 


sentative Levy, of New York, who num- 
>ers J. Pierpont Morgan among his con- 
stituents, has prepared a bill, the pass- 
age- of which, he declares will revolu- 
lionize the present system of foreign ex- 
change and create a simple international 
currency. 


According to Mr. Levy, who is a 


Danker, American tourists and business 
men have suffered for years at the hands 
of foreign money exchanges. 
In many 1 


countries American business has been 
kept out because of the clumsiness of 
the methods of exchange. 


His bill provides that the secretary of 


the treasury shall issue in exchange for 
gold coin of the United States or gold 
of equal fineness, notes which are pay- 
able at the treasury or any of the sub- 
treasuries in United States gold coin. 


Monetry Value on Face.

face its monetry value in the unit of 
Austro-Hungary. 
Belgium.

Finland, France, the German empire, 
Great Britain, Greece, Netherlands, Italy, 
Portugal, Russia, Spain, Norway, Swe- 
den and Switzerland.

Mr. Levy's opinion that within a short 
time after its passage agreements would 
be entered into with them on currency 
matters, and a great impulse would then 
be given to Pan-American trade.

timson. There is, for example, opposi- 
ion to the consolidation of the adju- 
ant-general's department with the gen- 
ral staff on the ground that this would 
nlarge the scope of the general 'staff be- 
rond that intended by Secretary Root, 
vho was responsible for the legislation 
renting that body. 


There is also some criticism of the ex- 


perimental establishment of a consoli- 
lated quartermaster corps to be made up 
of the quartermaster, subsistance and 
lay departments. Legislation is pending 
.o create such a corps on a permanent 
msis, and the congress is not disposed 
to accept the proposition to have it 
made merely temporary. 


Criticism of DuPont. 


The most striking criticism of the 


project was made by Senator DuPont, ol 
Delaware, chairman of the senate mili- 
tary committee. He does not favor the 
war department plan for the establish- 
ment of a reserve based on a shorl 
period of enlistment and keeping on the 
pay roll the discharged 
soldiers who 


shall be -eligible to duty with the colors 


Mr. DuPont favors a reserve force on 


another basis. He believes in the long 
term enlistment with a provision that 
when a man is discharged he shall be 
regarded aa eligible to duty on occasion 
and that when he presents himself hi 
shall receive a bonus. 


By this arrangement the governmen 


would be spared the trouble of keepin.. 
track of old soldiers and Would avoi 
the expense of .monthly payments 
t 


men who render no service and who ma; 
lot be physically able to perform mill 
:ary duty when the need arrives. 


Opposed to Reserve Corps. 


Under Mr. DuPont's plan only thos 


who are accepted for service would re 
ceive the bonus. He plainly informed th 
military authorities that he would no 
'avor their plan of maintaining a re- 
serve corps. 


It will be some time before 'the army 


reorganization plan is ready to be sub- 
mitted to the 
congress in 
legislative 


shape. It will be revised at the.conclu- 
sion of the present conferences and will 
then besent out to the array for further 
comment and criticism. It is doubtful 


thac anything will be done at the 


next session, as it is by no means cer- 
iain the congress would accept any com- 
prehensive plan for army reorganization.

Under 
the senate bill all second class would be 
put back into regular mail carriers af- 
ter August 1. 


Steel cars for railway mail sen-ice, 


which were required by the house bill 
to be in universal use by American rail- 
roads by 1917. are also required by tho 
senate bill.' The house bill required the 
railroads to replace twenty-five per cent 
of its wooden mail cars every year, while 
the senate bill would give the roada one 
year of grace and then require them to 
replace 25 per cent of their cara each 
year for four years. 


Senator Obadiah Gardner, of Maine, 


launched an attack upon the measure 
and counselled .the senate to adopt the 
plan already approved by the. house. 
. Senator Gardner declared the senate 
committee on poatoffices had been unfair 
to a parcels post' bill he had introduced 
and denounced the Bourne plan as a 
"mockery." 
He criticised its limitations 


and .declared its effect would be to give 
the railroads higher incomes for postal 
shipments than they now enjoy from 
express packages.
